10. Action Item Project Number 678448: 1695 Saturn Blvd Substantial Conformance 

Substantial Conformance Review for the revisions to the square footage on Lot 1 from 5,905 to 

5,701 square feet and Lots 2-12 from 5,870 square feet to 5,667 square feet, private drive to be 

widened for on-street parking.
